dents of American colleges aid 
universities was dissected by Dean 
Oscar A. Ullrich of Southwestern 
University in an address at the 
last session of a two-day meeting 
of the Association of Texas Col­ 
leges hare. 
A fter declaring that cheating in 
collegi 8 is widespread, Dean Ull­ 
rich laid the cause at the door of 
the American system of education 
as it has developed in recent years. 
Parents of college 
students and 
professors themselves came in for 
critisism, however. 
A survey at Southwestern Uni­ 
versity showed that among the pri­ 
mary causes of cheating was the 
attitude of some parents, which 
was passed on to students, that a 
degree is a badge of respectabil­ 
ity and a university a kind of m at­ 
rimonial agency, where social suc­ 
cesses are more 
desirable 
than 
learning, Dean Ullrich said. 
To 
obtain a degree on these terms and 
obtain the social 
success 
which 
their parents expect of them, stu­ 
dents will resort to cheating, he 
declared.

THAD PIPPIN 
IS KILLED BY 
THE MEXICANS 


DECEDENT 
IS 
BROTHER OF 
MRS. ERSKINE AND RAY 
PIPPIN OF BRYAN 


(By International News) 
EL PASO, April 22.— Thad Pip- 
pin, border patrolman from Bryan 
was killed in a battle with Mexi­ 
can liquor sm ugglers last night. 
Egbert Crosset, another 
patrol­ 
man, was wounded but will recov­ 
er. 
The battle occured in smel­ 
ter Canyon on the Rio Grande 
Story Told Of 
Death Of Bryan 
Man On Border 


Bryan Delegates To Ninth District 
Parent-Teachers Meeting Carry Off 
Honors At Clifton Meeting This Week 


(El Paso Herald) 
Blood flowed again in the smel­ 
te r district late Thursday night as 
smugglers opened fire upon two 
border patrol officers, killing one 
almost instantly, and wounding his 
companion. 
Thad Pippin, 37, a member of 
the bohier patrol since May, 1926, 
was killed and his companion, Eg­ 
bert N. Crossett, 30, was wounded 
when smuggler guards ambushed 
the pair with sawed-off shotguns 
just after the officers had arrest­ 
ed and handcuffed two smugglers. 
Both of the 
smugglers, 
still 
handcuffed, escaped 
during 
the 
shooting. 
The officers, who returned the 
fire of the smugglers, 
probably 
wounded one of the smuggler par­ 
ty, as a trail of 
blood, 
Lading 
from the scene of the ambush was 
discovered 
when 
reinforcem ents 
arrived at the scene of the battle 
Mr. Pippin was struck by seven 
buckshot, three of which entered 
the breast, three in the right shoul 
der and one in the face. The shots 
were fired at close rang*. 
Four pistol bullets entered Mr 
C rossett’* body. No bones or vital 
organs were struck, however, and 
attaches 
at 
Masonic 
hospital, 
where the injured man was sent, 
said Friday that bt probably would 
recover. 
The battle occurred in a canyon 
in the hills about 500 yards from 
the boundary line, 
west 
of the 
smelter. 
Seeing the smugglers, as they 
led two burros laden with liquor 
down the narrow trail, the offcers 
followed, placed two men under 
arrest, and took charge 
of 
the 
pack mules. 
The men were hand-; 
cuff* d to prevent their escape. 
Mr, Pipp n the;, started back up 
the trail for the horses, leaving 
Mr. Crossett to guard the prison­ 
ers. 
He had 
gone 
only a few 
yards when smuggler guards, pals 
of the men who had b en arrested, 
suddenly opened fire from behind 
some rocks. 
Pippin hastily returned the fire 
with two shots, one of from his pis­ 
tol and one from his 
rifle, 
and 
then fell dead. 
Crossett emptied 
his six-shooter and fired two shots 
from his shotgun at the 
hidden 
enemy. 
Two other patrolmen, 
D. 
D. 
Piatt and E. C. Runge, arrived at 
the scene a few minutes later, but 
the smugglers had left the scene. 
Pippin fell down an embank­ 
ment which had been used as a 
dump at the brick plant. 
The place where the battle took 
place is in the rugged hills in the 
vicinity of the brick 
plant 
and 
long has been a thorn in the sides 
of border patrolmen. 
This entire 
section has been used as a cross­ 
ing point 
and 
rendezvous 
for 
smugglers, and many battles be­ 
tween smugglers and officers have 
occurred In the neighborhood. 
Nineteen gallons of liquor and 
the two burros w ire seized. 
Mr. Pippin’s body is being held 
at the Peak-Hagt don m ortuary. His 
mother, Mrs. Etta Pippin, resides 
at Bryan, Texas.

Siecke, state forester, who spoke 
on “ American Forest Week."

COLLEGE STATION, April 27. 
— The old proverb, “ Cleanliness is 
next to Godliness,” must be fol­ 
lowed for the successful growing 
of baby chicks in the spring, ac­ 
cording to Professor D. H. Reid, 
head of the poultry husbandry de­ 
partment, A. and M. College of 
Texas. 
Professor Reid stresses the 
fact that cleanliness in everything 
is the first principle which must be 
strictly adhered to in baby chick 
raising. 
He advocates clean chicks 
in clean houses, fed clean feed in 
clean dishes, and allowed to run 
out only on land that is free from 
poultry parasites. 
Chick houses should be clean­ 
ed by scrubbing them with a hot 
disinfectant, which is more effect­ 
ive than disinfectant used cold,” 
Professor Reid said in a recent 
discussion of the 
care of 
baby 
chicks. 
“Use boiling w ater to mix 
the disinfectant. 
A fter the house 
has been disinfected, a deep litter 
of straw or hay on the floor is a 
material help in keeping the chicks 
clean. 
If only a small quantity 
of litter is used it should be chang­ 
ed daily. 
All feed and water dish­ 
es must be carefully disinfected, 
then allowed to dry in the sun as 
an added 
precaution. 
Then 
fill 
them with clean feed and water 
and your disease trouble will be 
greatly reduced.” 
Professor Reid advises letting 
the chicks run out on the ground 
during dry weather, if there is 
green grass and clover available. 
lf the weather turns 
wet 
and 
warm, the chicks should be kept 
indoors until the wet spell is over 
as warm, wet soil is more dan­ 
gerous 
from 
the 
standpoint of 
coccidiosis, 
lf it is impossible to 
let th* chicks out on clean land, 
lawn clippings and cut green feed 
will help to keep them growing 
properly. 
The chicks should be 
kept warm and dry at night, lf 
any of them bi corne sick they must 
be kept clean and dry first of all 
they are to 
be 
restored 
to 
health. 
It is wise to remove dis­ 
eased chicks at once, and ao save 
a larger number from infection. 
The following feeding methods 
for growing baby chicks are rec­ 
ommended by Professor Reid: “ It 
pays to keep a growing mash be­ 
fore the chicks at all times, but 
it is also a good plan to feed a 
mixture of corn 
and 
sorghum 
grains if milk and oyster shell are 
available to be fed with it. 
Be 
sure to give the growing chicks 
plenty of green feed. 
Some peo­ 
ple do not get a good growth on 
their chicks through their failure 
to provide mineral material. Bone 
meal is not 
expensive 
and 
five 
pounds added to every one hun­ 
dred pounds of mash fed helps in 
growing 
large 
framed 
pullets. 
Growing chicks will do very well 
if fed largely on corn and aor-

Problems of cooperative m ar­ 
keting 
associations, 
particularly 
those relating to finances, 
mem­ 
bership and 
'management, 
will 
come in for detailed consideration 
and discussion at the first school 
of Cooperative M arketing at the 
A. and M. College of Texas, sched- 
uled for May 4, 6, and 6. 
The 
school will be conducted under the 
direction of the Extension Service 
of the A. and M. College in co­ 
operation with the United States 
D epartm ent 
of 
A griculture and 
Texas cooperative m arketing asso­ 
ciations. 
We hope to be able to present 
for the consideration of those who 
attend, the most recent and im­ 
portant developments in the field 
of cooperative m arketing,” C. H. 
Alvord, director of the Extension 
Service said in 
announcing 
the 
program of the school. 
“ We will 
have present 
representatives of 
the office of Cooperative M arket­ 
ing of the United States Depart­ 
ment of A griculture, representa­ 
tives of th* economics 
and 
re 
search departm ents of the College 
and the Experim nt Station, and 
officers and representatives of va 
ious Texas cooperative organisa­ 
tions 
This will be the first school 
of Cooperative m arketing at the 
and M. College, and we hope to 
develop sufficient interest to j ^ t i - 
fy repetition from year to year. 
“This school proposes,” Director 
Alvord continued, “to deal 
with 
facts rather than 
theories 
and 
those who will take part in the dis­ 
cussions are qualified to 
relate 
from experience the causes of fail­ 
ure and th* reasons to r success of 
various efforts in cooperative m ar­ 
keting developed in the 
United 
States during the last few years, 
| There is no subject in the field of 
econom y research that is of more 
im portance at prtsent than coop­ 
erative m arketing. 
The executive 
and legislative branches of our 


National Government have foster­ 
ed and assisted this movement and 
will probably continue to do so. 
It 
is, therefore, im portant that those 
actually engaged in work of this 
kind should avail themselves of the 
opportunity of 
getting 
the beat 
possible inform ation 
on 
how to 
make a success of the effort. 
“One of these schools was re­ 
cently held in G iorgia during the 
meeting of the Southern W orkers 
Agricultural Conference. 
The one 
in Texas will be on a scale fully 
as comprehensive as 
the 
one in 
Georgia. 
Special attention will be 
given to the problems of m arketing 
dairy and poultry products, live­ 
stock, and cotton.” 
The program of the school has 
been designed especially for agri­ 
cultural extension workers, field 
mon and directors of cooperative 
associations and

who are 
working to direct the cooperative 
movement in Texas along sound 
lines.
